Under both the ballot proposal and 
statutory plan, non-homesteads would 
be levied 24 mills in property taxes to 
run schools.

Although legislation is currently in 
the Michigan Senate extending the 
deadline for property owners to file 
theirhomestead exemption affidavits, 


the current legal deadline for filing is 
sull March 1, 1994, 


If and when Senate Bill 1024, co-

Hubbard Lake, is passed and signed 
into law, it,will extend the deadline to 
May 1, 1994, The vote on the bill 
ee come as carly as Tuesday, Feb. 

If property owners have not received 
their affidavits, they are urged by local 
officials to pick one up at their local 
taxing unit (township or City), fill it 


out, and turn it back to that unit before 
the March | deadline. 

Homestead property owners who

If you are trying to usc lack of 
education as an excuse for breaking 
the law, I would like to point out that 
free education is provided to every 

citizen of this state from kindergarten 
through 12th grade. J assume you 
received that education yourself. 
However, that did nat prevent you 
from breaking the law. 

It may be true that some inmates 
can't even fil) out a simple job 
application. However, as I understand 
it, you were employed prior to your 
conviction, so I guess that wasn’t a 
problem for you. Apparently, the 
ability to fill out a job application is 
not a deterrent to crime either. 
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I agree with you that the state is 
spending too much money on 
criminals. We provide free education 
fo convicts who complain about 
overcrowding when there are one or 
two prisoners in a cell, while three or 
four innocent college students have to 
share one apartment just to be able to 
make ends mecit. Maybe the static 
could save moncy by putting three or 
four inmates in a cell,

It is no wonder auto insurance in 
Michigan is so high with the cost of 
medical care and the price of new cars 
rising faster than the rate of inflation, 
said the director of government 
relations at the Michigan Chamber of 
Commerce. 

If the state can get a handle on the 
price of health care, the cost of 
insurance will go down, Nancy 
McKeague said. 

“The largest costs in auto insurance 
are to pay for damage to the vehicle 
and damage to the person,” McKeague 
said. 

Though Michigan’s cost of auto 
insurance ranks 19th highest in the 


union, factors such as these make it 
higher than it should be, McKeague 
said. Even though Michigan's no- 
fault law was designed to lower the 
number of lawsuits for bencfits, there 
are still more suits than there should 
be, she added. 

“Costs for lawyers and medical 
benefits drive insurance {costs} up,” 
McKeague said. 


William Ballenger, cditor and 
publisher of Inside Michigan Politics 
newsletter, said our insurance prices 
are so high because Michigan is the 
only state that has unlimited medical 
benefits. 

“We are not the most expensive 
State, but rates would be lower if we 
had some sort of cap on benefits,” 
Ballenger said.

Single business tax part of ballot proposal

When Michigan voters go to the 
polls on March 15, to decide which 
school finante reform proposal they 
prefer, they will be voting on sales, 
income and property tax issues that 
will directly affect them, and they will 
be voting on what taxes business 
owners will pay on the Michigan single 
business tax. 

The single business tax is the main 
business tax in Michigan witha current 
yield of $1.9 billion annually. Unique 
to Michigan, the single business tax is 
based on “the privilege of doing 
business” in the state. 

If Proposal A is passed, the single 
business tax rate of 2.35 percent will 
remain atits currentlevel, but the state 
four percent sales tax would increase 
to Six percent. 

If Proposal A is defeated, the back- 
up statutory plan will take effect, 
increasing the single business tax rate 
to 2.75 percent, a 17 percent increase, 
but the sales tax would remain at its 
current level. 

Critics of the proposal have said itis 
unfair for the large oe of state 


voters who do not own businesses to 
decide the tax paying fate of the 
minority of state business owners, 
Others have said sucha large increase, 
if approved, will be devastating on job 
creation in Michigan. 

Lawrence Reed, president of the 
Mackinac Center for Public Policy, a 
Midland based research and 
educational organization said, 
“Boosting both the income tax and the 
single business tax would send a 
powerful signal to enterprencurs that 
Michigan is not a friendly place to be 
productive.” 


Despite the increase in taxes the 
Statutory plan would place on Michigan 
businesses, many business owners who 
pay sales taxes for the goods they use, 
favor itover the ballot proposal because 
a 17 percent increase in the single 
business tax would cost them less than 
atwo percentincrease in the state sales 
lax. 

Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce Director Deborah Allen 
said the Chamber Legislative 
Committec has not taken a positionon 
the single business tax.
